The ‘Stymie and Ball 
Limitation. 


A considerable newspaper 
correspondence continues regard- 
ing present-day golf problems, 
Mr. Cyril Tolley, the amateur 
champion, writing to the London 
Morning Post anent- the stymie, 
BAY8:— 

Your correspondent Mr: C.F. 
Parr has not, I imagine, seriously’ 
considered the many causes of 
the stymie. He has apparently 
ignored tho stymie laid by ao 


‘player putting from several yards 


off, who-has lipped the hole on 
one side, and whose ball has 
travelled half round the hole, 
coming to rest immediatoly 
opposite the side it first touched, 
giving the opponent who was 
lying close beside the hole a 
sty mie. 

I fail to seo how that can. be 
considered a bad stroke. Both 
players’ are unlucky, especially 
the first putter.” The opponent 
has still a very roasonable chance 
of holding his next. It is seldom 
one sces a styme that is impossi- 
ble, or practically so, to negotiate, 


Why eradicate the stymie whon | 


there are numerous players who 
can nine times out of ten negoti- 
ate it? Why penalise a man who 
has practised this art of negotiat- 


ing stymies? Does one'sce more | 


stymics in a game than bad lies 
in heel marks in bunkers? I am 
inclined to think the bunker has 
it by at least three to one, 

Both the stymie and the lie are 
capable of losing the player a 
stroke yet at the same time if 
he can produce the necessary 
stroke he has. probably lost 
nothing. If the stymie is barred 
golf will be the poorer, for one 
of its most difficult and attractive 
strokes will not be needed. 


A STANDARD FLOATER. 

Mr. H.H. Hilton, writing to 
the Times, saye:—I do not think 
that we shall be much the worse 
off ifit is found that the “limited” 
or “stipulation” ball—as it is 
termed—does. happen to make 
the game -a little easier 
to play, and that the 
scores in the biy professional 
events are on tho average 
less then they have beenin the 
past. Such an experince would 
merely supply us with useful 
information in -regard to future 
legislation. 

Whether this legislation should 
be so drastic as to preclude any 
golfer from using any ball which 
will not float in water is an 
opinion upon which I know there 
is a very great variance.

WHY? 

The question of the right of the public to know why a 
popular demand has been refused is. raised by the latest 
_ replies of the Hongkong ‘Government. to questions by the 
Ifon. Mr. Pollock on the subject of constitutional reform, 
‘All that we know at present is that the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies has decided that there is to be no change 
either in the number or mode of stlection of members of the 
Legislative Council. Nothing whatever has been disclosed 
as to the reasons why Hongkong has been denied what other 
Crown Colonies have recently been conceded: The Governor 
is adamant in his determination to give no information on 
the subject. He flatly. states that it is not proposed : to 
lay onthe Council table any papers relating to the matter. 
Mr, Pollock has made two or three.endeavours to secure 
publicity. of the despatches, but he has been turned down 
on each oceasion, the latest replies of the Government being 
couched in a tone of haughtiness which borders almost on 
defiance. ‘We trust, however, that he will not be discour- 
aged by this rebufi, but that he will, continue tv press his 
point, in other and higher quarters if need-be. . 
What the public will want to know is: Why all this 
secrecy? fs there something which the Goyernment 
wishes to hide? So long as the Government maintains: the 
stand it hastaken up we shall be justified in believing that 
there is. Mr. Pollock evidently thinks that the. demand for 
-yeform of the Council has been strangled in birth by re- 
presentations having been made to the Secretary of State 
opposing the (.R.A.'s demands. He asked whether the 
Governor had forwarded Home any communications.on the 
subject from any person, persons, or body of persons other 
than the Constitulional Reform: Association, The official 
reply is a strange mixture of naivety and lofty superiority. 
-It first states that the Governor is the. only channel of 
communication with the Secretary of State. That point 
‘was never in issue. ‘Then follows this ‘rather ’ acrid 
observation :—‘The nature and extent of the Governor's 
correspondence with the Secretary of State on this or 
any other subject is a matter between themselves.” 
Really}. Even when a public demand.is at stake? But in 
any case, Mr. Pollock's question was not necessarily confined 
to communications from the Governor. Possibly, the 
Governor. sent Home meioranda emanating from inter- 
ests opposed’ to constitutional reform, If ‘so,-are these 
also confidential? And who, may we ask, decides what 
documenits are and wliat are not confidential? That is an 
important point. One thing we kpow—namely,. that, 
whilst Hongkong has been denied even the smallest vestige 
of reforni, other Crown Colonies have lately been given 
liberal -concessions. Why the’ difference in treatment? 
“There must be a reason. Publication of the correspondence. 

would no doubt disclose it. ; 
We coutend that the public has a right to know why a 
demand for better representation. on ‘the Legislature has 
been refused. In these days of democracy, we cannot 
believe that the Imperial Government would’ countenance 
- secrecy on the subject. For the Governor simply to say 
No,” and to decline to give the reasons which have led to 
e decision, smacks too much of the attitude of a school- 
~ master towards his pupils, That sort of thing will not do 
between men and meu. It is sheer autocracy. We will 
show, too, that there is precedent (a precious word in the 
‘official vocabulary) for Mr. Pollock's demand for publica- 
tion of the correspondence. - In 1896,: on the self-same 
subject of constitutional reform, there were laid on the 
Council table, and subsequently published, the whole ‘of 
the official despatches’ regarding a demand. for Council 
reform, os ‘well as memoranda from two Unofficial 
members who had been invited to state their views on the 
subject. Sir William Robinson was then Governor. Hé 
- did not regard-the. correspondence 4s confidential. . Are we, 
jin 1921, to be denied what was conceded to the public a 
quarter of a century ago! Surely not. That would be 
-retrogression indeed. The Governor may be the only 
channel of communication, with the Secretary of State, 
but. that channel is open to every one of us. We 
therefore suggest that, other means ae it be-used for 
the.conveyance of a demand from the public here that we 
‘bé-informed why Hongkong has been so inconsiderately

The New “Battle of the 
Books.” 


An inky conflict is brewing in 
the United States. Mr. Lansing, 
Mr. Wilson’s Secretary of State 
whose tenure of office terminated 
rathor abruptly, announced his 
intention of publishing a book 
about the Peace Conference on 
the day following the expiration 
of Mr, Wilson's Presidential 
term. :iThere has been a little 
delay, but the book may now 
appear any day. Mr. Wilson 
himself, it is announced, is also 
going to publish a book on the 
Peace Conference, not, it is 
added, to justify lis actions 
against Mr. Lansing’s strictures, 
but to relate what really happen- 
ed. It is suggested, however, 
thet Mr. Wilson will hardly 
be able to avoid controversy, 
as the possibilities of 
dispute aro unlimited. Mr. 
Wilson is not going to write the 
book on the Peace. Conference 
himself, but has entrusted the 
task to Mr. Standard Baker, who 
acted as Press agent for Mr. .Wil- 
son at the conference. Various 
secret documents have already 
been given to Mr. Baker, and it 
is an open secret that the work 
is intended as an. answer to Mr. 
Lansing’s charges. Then the ex- 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Daniels, has also contracted to 
write a history of his part in the 
war, and he, of course, will defend 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Tumulty, the 
ex-President’s right-hand man, 
is also a likely contributor to the 
fray, so that some notable disclo- 
sures of one kind and another 
are not unlikely to appear.

The Freedom of the Press. 


Remembering that the freedom 
of the Press has been the slogan 
of champions of liberty since 
Milton defended the principle in 
the stately pages of “Areopagitica 
—a Plea for Unlicensed Print- 
ing,’ it might appear surprising 
at a casual glance that a British 
organ, and one of the standing of 
the North China Daily News, 
should be found as any advocate 
of official regulation of printing 
establishments. A second look 
should suffice to satisfy anybody 
that the measure of control, 
if it can be so termed,: is 
not only quite justifiable but 
eminently. desirable, especially 
bearing in mind the seditious 
movements brewed at Shanghai 
atone time and another. The

Hongkong 
the homage of their veneration and 
gratitude for the Apostleship of the 
Missions Etrangeres in- China. 
Althougt I was doeply moved by 
their noble sentiments, yet I heait- 
atod lest, I should - inconvonience 
Your Lordship, whom J know to be 
fully engaged in your. Conforence. 
Mr. Bimon Tso Yan his dared tc 
attompt what I feared to do mysclf, 
and I have deep plensuro in seeing 
that he has succeeded in having 
Your Lordships hero in his hoapit- 
able house together with the Chin 
ese Oatholics of Hongkong. In pre- 
senting to Your Lordships Mr. and 
Mrs. Tse Yan, their worthy father 
and childron, I have tho happinese 
to say ‘that they as well as all the 
Chinese present: here form’ a real 
true Catholic commuity, a splendid 
proof that the labours and sacrifices 
of tho Cathorlic Missionaries arc 
not made in vain. 

Mr. Simon Tse Yan oddreased the 
gathering as follows: 

-Your Grace, Lordships, ‘Rev. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 
the Chinese Catholic community .of 
Hongkong, highly honoured by the 
presence of so many and distingu- 
ishod Princes of the Catholic 
Church, wishes to express to Your 
Lordships its humble thanks fo1 
your illustrious visit.
